The tails of lizards seem in general 


to be of little use to them, except, 
perhaps, as a means of steering, and 
in many varieties ttey are so held, 
when the creature takes to flight, as 
to show that they are then rather an 
incumbrance when on shore. 


The iguanidae are very numerous, 


comprising fifty-six genera and nearly 
two hundred and fifty species in the 
Fiji Islands, and one or two in the 
Galapagos group, they are all natives 
of America, extending all th« 
way 


from Patagonia, in the south, to Cali- 
fornia at the uuitli. 


The sub-order of iguanidae are call- 


ed by naturalists pachyglosaoe, or 
thicktongued, because the tongue is 
undivided, short and thick, has no 
sheath, and is always covered with a 
glutinous secretion. 


The long, darting tongue of 
the 


geckos, chameleons and common liz- 
ards is used to capture flies and other 
Insects at a considerable u.stance, the 
tongue darting out and returning with 
lightning rapidity, and the Insect ad- 
hering to it by means of the glutinous 
secretion 


But the igtiana does n"t need this 


contrivance, because it feeds on vege- 
table matter exclusively 


Its c^ws are vpry long and sharp, 


as we should suppose would be the 
case in a creature of arboreal habits, 
enabling It to cling to the trees among 
which It liven. This stnicture affords 
a great contrast with the feet of gome 


cousins—the smaller lizards 


-which run along the celling of rooms 
•• easily a* alone tb« floor. 


Darwin describes 
the curious Ig- 


uanas which exist in the Galapagos 
Islands, celebrated for their huge land 
tortoises. 
They have large, serrated 


crests, and are most formidable In 
appearance, although harmless, and 
living upon marine plants exclusively. 


They were seen swimming in the aea^ 


sometimes hundreds of yards from the 
shore, and the great naturalist says 
that, although their feet were some- 
what webbed, they did not appear to 
use them, In swimming, but held them 
close to their sides, while they pro- 
pelled themselves by their long, flat- 
tened tails. 


They were aWp to 
remain b^low 


water'for a long time, but, strange to 
say, when frightened, always made tor 
tbe shore. 


The iguana belongs to the saurians, 


a numerous order, which comprises 
the crocodiles, monitors, geckos, cham- 
eleons and hundreds of other reptiles. 


Its teeth are very peculiar, being 


round at the gum,and then compressed, 
sharp and serrated or Indented like a 
tiaw. 
This peculiarity of teeth has 


bpen discovered In the remains of a gi- 
gantic fosdl animal, which has, in con- 
sequence, been named the iguanadon 
or Iguana-toothed. 


Mr. Waterhotise has reconstructed in 


plaster one of these creatures as It was 
supposed to exist before the flood, and 
it certainly looks like an iguana, ex- 
cept that H had huge hind lega and 
tall, out of all proportion to th« rest 
of the body. It must hare sometime* 
reached a length of fifty or sixty feet, 
and was probably a vegetable f«*ler, 
raisin? Itself on Us r.isd legs and tall 
to strip large trees of their foliage.

There is an interesting controversy 


being waged in Washington on the 
subject of President McKinley'g ances- 
try. 
Her. Ralph E. MacDuff, of the 


house of deputies of the 
Episcopal 


convention, in a contribution to the 
discussion, undertakes to controvert 
the notion that President McKinley. 
sprung from Irish stock. His conten- 
tion is that the president's family is of 
Scottish origin. He takes no note, 
whatever of McKinley's congressional 
biography written by the president. It 
says Mr. McKlnley's great-grandfather 


i came from Antrim, Ireland, where his. 
] antecedents had lived for centuries. By 
i way of telling the president that ne 
j knows nothing of his ancestry, Mr, 
jMacDuff tells tt»e following amusing 


story: 


"Beginning with Clan MacDaff, w^ 


follow him through Clans Macintosh 
and Farquharson by an unbroken evo- 
lution into Clan MacKinlay. But one 
ancestor was born in Ireland of the 
family that passed from Scotland into 
Ireland, and that one of Irish birthi 
came to America at the age of twelve 
years. 


"John MacKinlay was born at 'Tha 


Annie,' about 1645, had three sons. 
namely, Donald, the eldest, born 1679; 
James, 'the trooper,' and John, born

There is another point in the contro- 


versy that Is often forgotten. That is 
that Scotland was originally settled by 
the Irish and that while the people ol 
Scotland are called Scotch they are in 
reality descendants of Irish immi- 
grants. To go back further, Ireland 
was seuie-u by the Spaniards, it hav- 
ing been given to his three sons 
by King Milesius of Spain. These 
three sons were Heremon, Harmon and 
Ir. 
After the latter the island was 


named. Except In a part of Connaught 
all the inhabitants of Ireland and Scot- 
land are descendants of these three 
Spanish princes. 
McKinley 
comes 


through the line of Heremon. It is 
worthy of notice that W. J. Bryan Is 
also descendant of the same line. Mc- 
Kinley's mother, Nancy Allison, was ot 
Irish parentage. In the biographies ot 
her published at her death she was 
set down as of Scotch-Irish extraction. 
Now there is no such a thing as 
Scotch-Irish. All the residents of the 
United States that are officially called 
of Scotch-Irish lineage are of Irish lin- 
eage only. What historians probably 
mean by Scotch-Irish la now Catholic 
Irish. When Scotland joined the Ref- 
ormation a large section of norv..ern 
Ireland also left the 
Catuolic com- 


munion. For a long time the people 
of South Ireland called their North Ire- 
land brethren "Scotch-Irish" in deri- 
sion.

;he plalo ueergehaum pipes sold now- 
adays are ot practically the same styles 
aa briar pipes, and flatbed and mount- 
ed in the sana manner. Of the one* 
tamillar meerschaum, that vas sub- 
stantially a meerschaum bowl with a 
short upturned stem part, into which 
• weiehsel stempieee was Inserted. 
comparatively few are now soil. Many 
ot the meerschaum pipes oi today ar« 
ot the bulldog pattern, and many are 
made -Ttewtse straight-stemmed, but 
with bowls jn various rounded forms. 
and there are briar-shaped pipes with 
droop stems. The mountings are sil- 
ver or gold bands, or ferrules, around 
the stem part, where the pit or mouth- 
piece is attached, and. on some pipes. 
a mounting around the top of the bowl. 
In these pipe mountings those pro- 
duced by Americans excel all others la 
suitability and design. With their pro- 
duction in modern styles and In forms 
adapting them to the most convenient 
•nd advantageous use has come an in- 
creased demand for pipes of meer- 
schaum. Such are the pipes usually 
bought by the American or English- 
man. who, it he smokes a meerschaum, 
wante a stout, stock serviceable pipe. 
There are sold, however, some meer- 
schaums that are modeled more on clay 
pipe lines, with the stem part and 
mouthpiece little if any longer tout 
very much slenderer and lighter than 
those parts ot the pipes more com- 
monly sold. The Frenchman who 
smokes a meerschaum wants a long 
and slender pipe, a* also does 
the 


Italian. 
The plain nwerechaum pipe 


made for the French or Italian smoker 
is in design substantially like a clay 
pipe, with a bowl of the same general 
shape, though of finer lines, and with 
the same long, slender 
stem. 
But 


made of such material as meerschaum 
and beautifully finished, and with a 
long, slender, delicate mouthpiece ot 
amber, there is nc danger of the pipe 
being mistaken for a clay pipe. These 
slender meerschaum pipes are made, 
some ot them, with the stem tash- 
Soned to present a twist in apircar- 
ance, but most of them are made with 
the stem straight and smooth. They 
are made, including the amber tit or 
mouthpiece, in various lengths, the 
price of the pipe depending on 
the 


length, and as with other meerschaums 
on the qnaSity. Such pipes hare beea 
made thirty-six 
inches ia 
length. 


Pipes of from eight to twelve inches in 
length are tb» pipes of this kind most 
eommoaly sold.

During tbe last four years, according 


to tbe London Spectator, the liukc ot 
Bedford has carrl-* out a scheme of 
animal acclimatization iu the park at 
Woburn abbey never before attempted 
in England, "birds as well as quad- 
rupeds are the subjects of this expe- 
riment. 
But the greater number of 


the animals are various kinds of deer, 
of which no fewer than thirty-one spe- 
cies are in the open park or paddocks, 
bisons, zebras, antelopes, wild sheep 
and goats and yaks. The novelty and 
freshness of this experiment consist 
not only in the accumulation of such 
a number, of species, interesting as this 
is to the naturalist, but in their way of 
life, free and unmolested in an English 
park. That is the lot of the greater 
number of the animals at Woburn, 
some being entirely free and roaming 
at large, like the native red deer and 
fallow deer, while the others, though 
for the present to separate inclpsures, 
are kept in 'reserves' so spacious and 
so lightly, though effectively separated, 
that they have the appearance of en- 
joying the same degree of liberty." 
The general effect on the view of this 
gathering of animals from all quarters 
of the earth on the green pastures and 
under the elms and oaks round the 
home of a great English family is de- 
scribed as being magnificent "During 
the journey back by train 
through 


Bedfordshire and Buckinghamshire the 
valleys and meadows stocked with oiir 
ordinary domestic animals seem soli- 
tary and deserted after the eye has 
rested for houra on the varied and im- 
pressive forms' that crowd the slopes, 
groves and glades of this glorious park. 
This effect is due in part to the large- 
ness of the scale on. which the stock- 
ing of Woburn with wild animals has 
been carried out.
